Bradley Hargont, the chairman of tho 
leeting, addressed the visitors on the 
probable benefits which would result in 
the building of a railroad from Fresno 
ind the interior valleys to duep water at 
Monterey, where vessels of any size can

weather. Mavor Oolo of Fresno respond 
ed to the toast "Our Vieitois." 
Cole 


wue followed by Mr. Sargent, whose re- 
marks embraced "The Ladies of Monte- 
rey." His remarks brought forth pro- 
longed laughter and merriment. Cap- 
tain T. G. Lambert next followed, on 
"The Harbor of Monterey." 
He dwelt 


upon the natural advantages and situa- 
tion of Monterey buy. 
His remarks 


were leeeived with rounds of applause. 


At tho evening Boeaioii President B. 


Sargent stated that tho objects to be con- 
summated tiy this convention were the 
joining of Freano and Monterey with 
links of eteel. He was greeted with loud 
and prolonged applause. The chair then 
introduced Captain T. G. Lambert, u 
resident of Monterey for the last twenty- 
seven years and n pioneer eon faring 
man, who spoke ut length npon the 
security of Monterey harbor during all 
kinds of weather. 


The captain said the recent geopraph- 


__al B-.irvfya tcrnted to prove that Mon- 
terey harbor win clear of ahoala and 
bars, the deep water soundings showing 
250 fathoma of water. There wna 110 
brnakwa'er necessary to insure the safety 
of vessels. 
Vessels of any touasne 


would ride at anchor eafely during all 
storme. 
Tim government soundings 


madu in 1852 and 1HISU showed no mntn- 
•lal change in the harbor, which affords 
anchornRO for all the navies of the world 
with perfect safety. No pilots wore uec- 
canary to bring vcesela to anchorage, as 
ID other ports of the coast. 


Amid loud and hearty cheers the chair 


Introduced 8. H. Cole ot Freeno, who 
eaid Monterey harbor wne second to none 
on tho roast. It was a harbor worthy of 
the commerce of foreign ports, and na a 
representative o( Freano city he guar- 
anteed to procure tho fre« right of wuy 
for a Monterey-Fresno road through the 
county. 


W. C. Alborgor, a civil engineer ol 


San Francisco, was next introduced nnd 
stated that after nn inspection of all tho 
harbors from San Francisco to San 


no ho hod arrived nt tho conclusion 


that Monterey wai the beat and eafasL 
from its natural lucrttion, nnd ila position 
rightly entitled it to be tho t'.nninua of 
tho proposed road. 


Spanking of the proposed route Mr. 


Alhergcr etild the cheapest nnd moet 
iract'cnhle road would bo hy way of llie 
tig 1'nnoclm jiasfl, wheroby all tnnnul- 
IIK would lid ohviatml mid thn rond 
would tup tho newly opened coal and 
lime bods. The highest elevation on 
tliie route would bo 2500 hot, and the 
greatest grade to thu mila 85 feet. Mr. 
Alboiitnr demonstrated the practicahil- 
ity ol the route by drawings and mnpa 
BliowhiK the lay ot the country over 
which the proponed road would paes. 


T. C. White, chairman of the Fresno 


county BiipiTviBora, next ascended the 
platform nnd expressed himself aa fol- 
lows: "In my opinion the building of 
the proposed railroad would be a profit- 
able undertaking aud one of great bene- 
fit to the country which it would tap, af- 
fording a rapid and cheap method of 
transportation of the products of tlm 
Ban Jonquiii valley, which amount to 
millions of tons annually, while the paa 
flerger traffic would bo enormous. 
It 


requires two days to roach tho coast mw, 
while if the proposed road was in opera- 
tion but five hours would be occupied in 
Kinking the trip. 


"The people of our city could leave homo 


ia tho morning, take a plunge in the 
surf and lounpo on your broad beaches 
and return to Fret-no in time to partake 
of mipper. Frennu needs factories to 
employ the labor inir men when their 
services are not desired in the harvest 
fluid, in tho orchard, in th« cauteries 
and in the packing houses, but the «x- 
ceesivfl »tt>s of fuel pi ce factories be- 
yond our reach, as the high rates on coal 
would cause our manufactured products 
to bo too high in price to compete with 
other citiOB." 
B. N. Griffith of Fresno waa next in- 


troduced, and stated that the proposed 
road wiis bound to attract the attention 
ot capital, and would prove a paying en- 
terprise, as Fresno county ia the great- 
est produciiip: county in the state, and 
with direct communication with tide- 
water, will rapidly sol tie up and become 
a county of inestimable richness. 


Before the--convention adjourned a 


committee waa appointed to arrange for 
A permanent organization, having for its 
object the consummation of the. project 
diecuafed.

There is not u 
decided and reliable majority either 
way. Yet, on auch an uncertain bflsifl, 
ProhibitioniBta proposed to found a pol- 
icy of tremendous consequence to ua all. 


If the ballot wore extended to the 


women ol this nation on the eame quali- 
fications aa io n:tm, there would ho 
about 11,000,000 more voters.
